I suppose no man attempts to deny the state- 
ment which Mr. Johnson made at Nashville, 
soon after his nomination as Vice-President, 
that be bad not sought the position assigned 
him by the National Convention. Nots man in 
all the land can truthfully say that I have asked 
him to use his influence in my behalf in that 
body, for the position assigned me or for apy 
other. On the contrary, I have avoiced the 
candidacy. But, while I have not sought it, still 
being covferred upon me unrought, I appreciate 
it the more highly. Being conf ‘upon me 
without solicitanon I shall oot decline it.

The essential truthfulness, hovesty, and hero- 
ism of the mau g'eam and glow in these words.

Both were men 
of limited education in the technical sense of 
the term. No diploma of school, academy, or 
college did either have. A year’s instruction of 
the rudeet kind, from 8 to 20. comprised 
the schooling of Lincoln. Johneon bad learned 
to read before marriage, but bis wife had to 
teach him to write and cipber. In their mental 
make up there Was much simi- 
larity. Both bad 3 clear. vivid 
conception of the truth to be seen or the end 
to be attained, and both aimed to realize it, with 
the directness of a bullet sent straight to the 
mark. Both had a five acd fluent command of 
racy, idiomatic English, Lincoln, however, ex- 
ceiling Johnson in fe icity aud finish ot expres- 
sion. Both were awkward in their meoners, 
cousciousiy not perfectly at home in the parlors 
or the receptions of the White House, betraying 
the effects of the influences aud surrouudings of 
their childbood and youth. 
Lincolv was proverbialty fond of stories, some 
of which occasiovally bordered oa the 
profane aod touched the gross. Johnson was 
given to energeiic language, not always ft for 
ears polite. 
The first, however, possessed an innate delicacy 
and refinement which the other couid not claim. 
Tne battles the laiter had to fight against pov- 
erty, against social position, against political 
enemies, seemed to have ecarified greatiy the 
finer feelings of his nature. And yet, toough 
oo ser-gra ned than Liacolu, thougu

The strongest and most unsavory &djectives are 
used in inveighing against the mere opiniovs or 
views of opponents. A personal, raancorons ele- 
ment is mingled in the discussion of purely po- 
hiical questions. Language which should be em- 
pionss only when some great moral wrong 

as been committed is employed on the most 
trivial occasions. The public become used to 
this indiscrimiuate word-slashing, aod expect 
that any man, no matter how good he may be, 
if he fills any place of importance in popular es- 
timation, must be, metaphorically, cut up. Many 
a public sinner gets up a reputation for martvr- 
dom when he has received his juet deserts at the 
bands of the press, because so many public 
saints. have been unjustly treated. We needa 
strict economy of invective, and thus prevent 
this noble and needed art from degenerating into 
a mere “ dance of words.” 
The religious press is not a whit behind the 
secuiar press in its profuse prodigality of ex- 
pression. Its editors and correspondents need 
to learn by heast, and ,ractice what. they lear». 
St. James’ declaration, If any man among vou 
seemeth to be religious, aud bridieth pot his 
tongue, that man’s religion is vain.” I say it in 
a seriousness, a revival of religion among these 
important leaders of religious opinion is ons of 
the great needs of the Cuurch. 
There is a time when indignant, passionate in- 
vective is needed, and that is in the unveiling of 
political dishonesty aud the disclosure of moral 
turyitude. Let every public officer understand 
that he is on trial, that be is watched by Argus 
eyes. Let him know that be will be promptiy 
held up to the scorn and contempt of meu, if he 
willfully violate bis solemn trust... The best of 
men in ollicial hfe need to know this. The poet 
wrote ; 

It is the most difficult of tasks to keep 
Heights which the soul is competent to gain, 

It seems .as though it was the most 
dificuit of tasks for public men to 
keep the heighte which the morality of private 
life requires them to tread. : 

Let invective be sparingly employed, . Fierce 
and tiery were the sentences writtea against Mr. 
Johnson when be arrayed himself against Con- 
ges and the majority of the natiou. He was to 
Le consigned to ‘‘ everlasting i: famy.” He was 
a ‘‘wmaitor of the deepest dye.” The hasty 
words cannot be recalled. But the hand of 
friendship was streiched out to him in his 
subsequent life by men who wrote the 
sentences of gall. And cordial words 
have fallen from lips which won d ‘have pro- 
nounced 4 traitor’s doom. Wecannot too care- 
fully weigh our language in epeaking of others. 
Mental defects must never be éxaggerated into 
moral delinquencies. 

Mr. Johnson had a supreme self-confidence, 
“that iron string to which all hearts vibrate.” 
Only those who fully vibrated iu uuison with 
that ever-soupdiog string did he wish to keep 
about him. Hence his failure as a statesman of 
the highest order. No man who is molding the 
po itical thongutwof this generation, and the 
next, and the next beyond that, will refuse to 
hsten to the potent voice of Public Opinion. Hoe 
will not listen to its Voice as that of an Omnipo- 
tent power. But he will heed it and wield fhe 
power for his country’s good, It was Mr. John- 
son's misfortune to consider political truth to be 
in a straight line, but it was in the identical line 
in which he was walking, He would not listen 
to advice until he had first given the advice he 
wished to bear. Ail the couhsels, therefore, 
which he received were the result of self. 
soliloquies. His self-assertion was surpaseingly 
cublimé, but oftentimes there was but a step 
.from the sublime to the ridiculous. He main- 
tained his firntdess at the expense of his politi- 
cal consistency. 

He had not the wide knowledge of men and 
eveuts, nor the paiience and insight necessary 
to make him a distinguished leader.

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MIRACLES. 

\ @UHMON BY THE REY. FLORENCE M'CARTHY. 

‘The Bev. Florence McCarthy preacbed a ser-

One of the features of the present age is s 
contempt for the Christian miracles. The Duke 
of Argyle’s book on The Reigu of Law” is a 
faithful and accurate exponeot of the latest 
thinking. The world of ipteliect has fallen 
desperately in love with gravitation, cohesion, 
and capillary attraction, with the ‘eomposti- 
uon aod resolution of forces, with the 
sotrelation “and. cousérvation of forces; 
with light, heat, and elects icitv. 
What cannot be accounted for by these facts apd 
aws is pow almost universally rejected as in- 
sredible and absurd, at least, in religion. Every- 
thing must be done up in pbilosojhical red tape, 
or fitted to the Procrustean bed of natural philos- 
phy. Not only the story, but even the doc- 
wines of Obristianity, are cried by the standard 
of natural lav. Not only is the resurrection of 
Jurist derided as impossible, but the divine re- 
geveration of the human soul, and the divine 
stonement for human ein, are now discarded by a 
rationalistic age, which substitutes for them such 
manges of character as are consistent with the 
yrdinary and recognized Jaws of mind. With 
ibis tendency of things I bave little or no sym- 
pathy, and I shall make some remarks on this 
genéral subject which, I hope, will lessen its 
power over the minds of those who hear me also. 

Aud in discussing miracies the very first thiog 
0 be observed is that we are very poorly quali- 
fied to identify a miracle. We laugh at the poor 
savage who regards an eclipse of the sun as a 
miracie, and felicitate ourselves on the progress 
of science which has resolved that phevomenon 
into an ordinary and natural event. And the 
lesson drawn from thie barbarous ignorance is, 
n many minds, that all reported miracles are 
illusions, Bat the argument is two-edged, and 
cute as much one way as another. ff on the one 
band it warns us that many apparent muracies 
may be brought down to the level of natural 
laws, it suggests just as forcibly, in the other 
direction, that patural laws may, for all we 
know, rise to the level of what are now called 


miracles. 
Hor a miracle, be it remembered, is a variable 
quantity. Any phenomenon is a miracle to us 


which could not have been produced by the laws 
Had he possessed more refinement, he might | of Nature as we understand 
Had he possessed mare 


them. But our 
knowledge of the laws of Nature is conetantly 
advancing, and the purely natural is every day 
pushing its boundaries farther and farther into 
the region of the supervataral. We laugh at 
the savage who was alarmed by an eclipse, but 
it mav be that we in turn may beévume objects of 
derision to a future age for our incredulity con- 
cerniug ‘miracles, Not long ago mind-reading 
and second-sight were universally regarded as 
either chimerical or miraculous. But we are at 
last cornering pechychicai facts so closely that 
we already begin to feel that we can class these 
wonders with the telescope and the telegraph. 
Within another century the maddening mystery 
of Sp.ritualism will no longer astobish as, but 
will be relegated, with chemistry and music, to 
the school-children. 

To my mind it is apparent that, in this view of 
the case, there never has been a miracle and 
never will be. The laws of Nature, which means 
nothing less than the law of the Lord, is per- 
feet.” There is nothing that the Almighty ever 
wishes to do that He could not do without over- 
riding His own laws. if a miracle be some- 
tluug done in contempt of the laws of Nature, 
then, in my judgment, Christ never performed 
one. and none are chronicled in the Biole. I do 
not believe that the Redeemer wrought a mira- 
ole wheu He kurven the water into wine. or 
walked upon the sea, any more than we do when 
we make a loaf of bread or drive a nail. That is 
to say, the laws of Nature were no more violated 
in His most stupendous miracle than they are in 
the most ordinary occurrences of our lives. His 
works appear to us miraculous ot course, bat it 
is because we are as ignorant of the laws 
under which they were performed as a 
savage is of the te'egraph. But a savage may 
be made to comprehend whe telegraph. and we 
also may yet be able to comprepend the laws of 
mind aud matter ac.:ordivg to which Jesus opened 
the eyes of Bartimaus and raised Lazarus. 

indeed, with the Bible ia our bands aud with a 
Christian experience, we may be said to under- 
staud this, in a measure, already. We bare 
only to suppose that the moral laws of the 
uoiverse are as much above the mental as sie 
mental are above the physical, and tue mystery 
is solved. When a man mesmorizes a human 
anpject, so that the thoughts aad will of the two 
persons ere identical, this is something iu finitely 
bigher and more woudertn than combustion or 
mavatation. Aud if, whena soul is ail aflame 
with religious ardor, and isin full rapport with 
ite Makeg, it cam exert a power ss. ll more wonder- 
fal, then miracies are elemmated from human 
thoug bt. 

And this is unquestionably the true theory of 
miracies: A man’s mind possegses powers in- 
finitely lofiier than his muscles, and his soul 
possesses powers infinitely joftier than his 
mind; and these powers of bis soul are no more 
supernativral than those of bis muscles. It is 
not every mind that is capable of mind-reading, 
nor every soul perua s that is capable oi muracu- 
lous power. And both mind and soul must be 
cultavated before they evince this oer, aud 
both of them evince it not unifo:mly. but o- 
priciously. Now, I contend that just in 
proportion to the strength ef a mans 
reigious nature, he porsesses the latent 
power of working what are called 
miracles. Andif one bas the requisite depth 
of religious nature, then bis actual power to 
work so-called miracles will be in proportion to 
his actual piety. If this is so because a devout 
spirit invites the Holy Spirit, then the theory is 
better still. for it accords strictiv with the Sorip- 
tures, to whiecli all miracles, even those of Christ 
bimeseif, are attributed tothe Holy Spirit. And 
thus religious peopie may be compared to the 
bouses of a great city; a few of wmen are higher 
than the rest, aad more exposed . 
which siumbers iu the bosom of 
cloud; while one 
never fails to draw. dow

Any human being who will fix bis mind on Jesus. 
and imitate bim, will, to a greater or less degree, 
share in his omuipotence. No one will ever close- 
ly approach Him, aud very few could approach 
even His Aposties. in. their . miraculous 
powers, but vo child of God iw 80 
bumble that he may not naye supernatural 
Christian experiences if he bows himself to the 
cross of Jesus, and strives to imitate him. A 
short time ego tue nation was deeply stirred by 
the hope thas Keely had discove.ed some new 
force in matter by which steam was to be super- 
seded, and al! our industries carried ou without 
price.

your midst, in the person of John Horton, 

I bare neitber ume nor inclination to obtrade 
myself upon the publicina “ war of words.“ 
always to be regarded as unprofitable; and 
hence I do pot wish this communication to be 
accepted as.a reply to John Horten, although 
suggested by his criticism of my card, and 
thought to be due to the class of persous repre- 
sented by him, to whom 1 may have given un- 


necessary Offense. 

I made the assertion in that card that 1 
believe the [mot merest, as printed in Mr. 
Horton's quotation) assumption of personal, 
sensuous communication with spiritual beings 
wo be evidence of insanity,” ste, Ste., which 
assertion, worded with reference to brev- 
ity rather than comprebensiveness of -state- 
ment, I now see was well calculated to 
offend many iunocesot-minded persons, who, like 
Mr. Horton, may have felt themselves accused 
of being insane because of their belief in Spir- 
itualism. Ihe assertion as worded evidently con- 
tained either too much or too little siguibcauce 
for the immediate comprebension vf such per- 
sons. I, therefore, disciaim the intention of such 
an accusation of insanity as applicabie to ail ber- 
sous professing to believe in S;iitualem, and 
ouer the followiog exp: anations : 

A simple element of evidence is not conelu- 
sive proof of any fect presumed or charge made. 

A-single symptom oi a specific disease is not 
copeiusive proof of the disease -specilied, al- 
though it is ‘‘ evidence” of such disease, 

The presence of certain earth or rocks in min 
ing regions is evidence of thé proxinity of ‘cer- 
tam ores, but requires correlative testimony to 
establish the fact. 

Only varrow and untutored minds are con- 
vinced of things alfectang the whole of life by 
such unsupported evidence. 

Between that condition of mind which assumes 

to believe that there may have been, may still 
be, aud pow in, poxsible and apparent commum- 
cation between spiritual bei.gs who bave been 
separated from Physical bodies by death, and 
spiritual beings whilst yet in the flesh,—Spiritu- 
alinte by faith,—and the condition of mind 
which ity assumes persoual intercourse 
with such spiritual beings through the ordmaty 
aveuues of their bodily.senses, there is an im- 
measurable difference, and a broad distinction 
to be made. 
Profession. of faith. in the pretensions, or 
claime of Spiritualism, including mediomistic 
communication, serstous and direct, with the

Destruction ef a“ Supply Company’ 
—Anm injunction... Mysterious Dvath— 
Rain-Fali—Singular Cause of Death

TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF THE Reck RIVER SUPPLY 
COMPANY.” 

Rocwrorp, III., Ang. 7:—The Town of Byron, 
Ogie County, situated a few miles south of this 
place, was the scene, last Saturday night, of a 
remarkable performance. For some years the 
Byronites have not been able to boast of « 
liquor-saloon, and, therefore, when the coffers 
of the topers of Kyron became dry, they sought 
the cooling lager of Rockford to quetich their 
inward thirst. Fearing, no doubt, that ths in- 
habitants of Byron lost too mach time in coming 
to Rockford. a couple of men, named respective- 
ly August Elt6o and Jacob Hanaur, started wha 
they pleased to term the Rock River Supply 
Company. From a long report iu this week's 
Byron News, it appears that the “ leadmg citi- 
zeus” were not to be bamboozled by the name, 
and, after deciarmg that the concern was 


& saloon, “at an early hour. last Sup- 
day night, a crowd was organized to 
tear down the saloon, tan out the 


liquor, and put ‘the keepers to flight.” The 
Rock River Supply Company ” flourished but to 
fade, for the published report further says, that 
a large crowd, composed of the leading men of 
Byron, met atid marched to the saloon on Uoion 
street, whem the work of destruction commenc- 
ed.”

Considering the success met with by 
young Mr. Porrer up to this time in re- 
modeling the multiplication-tablo and 
in demonstratmg his peculiar capacity for 
working out absurdities in architectural 
calculation generally, it is no wonder that 
Secretary Bristow. has decided to employ 
somebody else to answer the Chicago report; 
though it is not clear why the report should 
be answered at all, unless for the purpose of 
bracing up a determination which has been 
considerably weakened by the investigations 
of the local architects. It is something of a 
concession to admit that the report calls for 
an answer. 


SENATOR MORTON’S SPEECH. 
Senator Morton, of Indiana, made a pow- 
erful speech at Urbana, O., Saturday even- 
ing, on the topics of the day, and we publish 
the material portions therefrom in this issue 
of Tae Tam UNE. Mr. Morton reminded his 
auditors that the issue of all elections at this 
time was the return or non-return of the 
Democratic party to power, and the re-estab- 
lishment of the distinctive pring?ples of that 
party. Among these principl d perhaps 
the one on which there was the least dif- 
ference of opinion in that party, was that the 
United States were not a nation, but a mere 
partnership of sovereign States and inde- 
pendent nationalities. On this point the ex- 
Rebels of the South and the Democratic party 
of the North wereaunit. That party was 
not a national party, because it denies that 
there is a nation; and it is sectional, because 
it claims that the country is composed of in- 
dependent sections merely connected by a 
written agreement. The Democratic party 
claim that Reconstraction is a failure, and 
they have denounced the constitutional amend- 
ments as void, not having been legally ratified. 
They insist upon another reconstruction 
of the South on the color line,—‘‘the white 
man’s basis.” The South has been recon- 
structed, arid peace restored to that section 
by the Republican party against the strenu- 
ous efforts of the Democratic party and lead- 
ers to avert it. All these topics, including a 
general review of the past history of Recon- 
struction, were ably discussed by Mr. Mon- 
TON. 

On the financial question he recapitulated 
the history of the past legislation of Congress 
and of the decisions of the courts. From 
this review he demonstrated : 

1. That the maximum amount of greenbacks 
to be legal-tenders and in circulation was 
fixed at 5400, 000, 000, and the national pledge 
given that it should never exceed that sum. 

2. The scheme of Mr. Pznpuezrton to issue 
an indefinite amount of green scrip and 
compel the holders of the national bonds to 
take it in payment. To settle that question, 
and to relieve the public credit of the damag- 
ing effect of the discussion of that point, 
Congress in 1869 passed the act declaring 
that the 5-20 bonds were payable only 
in real money, and the passage of that act 
settled that question forever. It was Mr. 
PENDLETON’s repudiation scheme that forced 
the passage of the act of Congress of 1869.

part of the public debt. 

The act of the last session of Congress was 
in the nature of a compromise between men 
of all parties. It recognized the greenbacks 
to be part of the public debt and the obliga- 
tion of the Government to pay them in coin.

In fact, the proposition to 
increase the number of irredeemable green- 
backs by substituting them for National Bank 
notes is ir tended, and will be so understood, 
that they are never to be redeemed. 

The hypocrisy of the Democratic party in 
claiming to be the friends of the greenbacks 
is shown in the strenuous efforts of that party 
to oppose their issue; and in their rejoicing 
when a majority of the Supreme Court de- 
clared they were not a legal-tender for debts 
contracted before the War; andin their de- 
nunciation of Gen. Grant, charging him 
with having packed the Supreme Court” 
when that body reversed that decision. 

Mr. Morton pointed out that the whole de- 
sign of the Democratic party in a further 
issue of green scrip in place of National 
Bank notes was to destroy the National 
Banks, then destroy the value of the scrip, 
and thus pave the way for the restoration of 
the old State-Bank system. This was but 
part of the general policy of the independent 


sovereignty of the States, as opposed to the 


nationality of the Union. It means a resto- 
ration of thirty-eight distinct systems of 
banks, all issuing notes, each of a different 
value, and regulated by different laws, that 
value decreasing by distance from the place 
where the notes are issued. The State-Bank 
system is necessary to the party that insists 
upon State Sovereignty. 

Mr. Morrow illustrated the whole fallacy 
of the Democratic demand for an increase of 
legal-tender scrip by showing that every 
Democratic statesman, from PznpLetTon down, 
has denied the power of Congress to make 
Treasury-notes a legal-tender; the courts 
have held it was only authorized as an ex- 
treme measure of national defense in time of 
war; and, he added, there was not a respect- 
able Democratic lawyer in Ohio who does not 
believe that a new law creating a further 
issue of greenbacks as legal-tenders would be 
declared by the Supreme Court unconstitu- 
tional and void. 


SELFISH INCENDIARIES. 

The majority of the 300 persons who met 
at Ogden’s Grove Saturday evening, to pro- 
test against the fire-limits law and clamor for 
the privilege of filling up New Chicago with 
wooden fire-traps of the sort that burned 
the old eity, were probably sincere in think- 
ing that the evil change they propose would 
be an advantageous one to themselves. Some 
of the speakers were well-known Commun- 
ists, who have a natural affinity for petroleum, 
wooden shanties, and other efficacious means 
for burning up the fruit of past labor and 
the hope of future employment. But most 
of the 300 were ignorant dupes, not vicious 
dupers. We have examined the fifteen 
‘*whereases” and six “resolveds” inflicted 
by the meeting upon a patient public, and 
find that the selfish incendiaries want to 
put fire-wood and tinder-boxes all over Chi- 
cago because (1) it is cheaper to build such 
incendiary shells than houses of brick or 
stone; (2) poor people have to build houses 
in the suburban towns, which are constructed 
almost entirely of wood and may burn up at 
any moment; (3) Boston and Portland (?) 
have shown that cities of brick and stone 
sometimes suffer from fire; (4) an earth- 
quake in Chicago is not less an impossibility 
as our two fires, and in which case our stone 
palaces would be more destructive to human 
life than frame houses”; and (5) the vigilant 
care shown in preventing infractions of the 
fire-limits law is disagreeable to law-breakers. 
We take these shadowy reasons in their re- 
verse order. The fifth carries its own con- 
demnation on its face. People who do not 
try to break the law are not troubled by the 
officers of the law. The criminal classes 
might as well complain that the officious- 
ness of the police is disagreeable to 
them. And no class of our large 
stock of criminals is as dangerous 
to the prosperity of Chicago as the set of 
men who want to have the privilege of in- 
suring another omnivorous conflagration. 
The fourth plea is somewhat surprising, in 
view of the fact that there has never been 
an earthquake at Chicago strong enough to 
knock down a house of cards, much less of 
stone. In view of this fact, there is no 
especial call for us to take out accident 
insurances against the risk of being squashed 
beneath a marble palace” toppled over by 
an earthquake shock. Chicagoans for whom 
this fate is reserved will far outstrip Mernv- 
saten in length of life. And why, since we 
have had two great fires, and since we 
have about the same conditions which 
caused them existing in other parts 
of the city, and since the Ogden Grove 
meeting wants to extend and perfect these 
conditions, —why, then, is an earthquake not 
less an impossibility as our two fires”? Rea. 
son No. 3 amounts to saying that because 
cities which have taken precautions against 
fire have nevertheless suffered from it, other 
cities ought to take no precautions. It would 
justify our breaking up our Fire Department, 
storing our business blocks with naphtha and 
nitro-glycerine, and otherwise throwing ev- 
ery lesson of the past to the winds. ‘The 
second argument is a trifle blind. It seems to 
amount to saying that inasmuch as the poor 
cannot afford to live in the suburbs on ac- 
count of the risk of fire, they should be ak 
lowed to make the city like the suburbs, and 
so put it out of their power to live in either. 
If that is not what they mean, we fail to com. 
prehend it. f 

The first plea contains the gist of the whole 
agitation. It is founded on a gross fallacy. 
It is not cheaper in the long run to build of 
inflammable, perishable wood than of end ir- 
able, non-combustible brick. A pine house 
has to be often repaired and painted ; 
a brick house need not be. Insurance or. the 
former costs much more than on the litter.

THE WEIGHT OF THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

The young gentleman who holds the ap- 
pointment of Supervising Architect of Gov- 
ernment Buildings, and parts his hair nicely 
in the middle, looks down on the report of 
the Chicago architects who examined the 
foundations of the Chicago Custom-House™ 
with lofty disdain, His latest criticism of 
that irrefutable report contains just two 
points. One of these a school-boy would not 
have made, and the other seems to indicate 
that Mr. Porrss is afflicted with a defective 
memory. 

1. Mr. Porrzn says that an oak plank 2 
feet 4 inches long and 2 feet wide would 
cover 7 feet, and not 4§ feet.” We are not 
familiar with the arithmetical process by 
which Mr. Porrxn arrives at this remarkable 
conclusion, The oak plank was 6 inches 
thick, but we do not see what its thick- 
ness has to do with the matter. Ik 
it were 6 feet thick, it would still 
cover only the same amount of superficial 
area. which is the point at issue. The only 
figure this cuts in the case is, that the local 
Commission made their experiments with an 
excavation 43 feet large, while the other 
Commission took the space of a single square 
foot, or an auger-hole an inch and a half in 
diameter. If Mr. Porr insists that, ac- 
cording to the figures, 2 feet 4 inches by 2 
feet, the excavation was 7 square feet (I), it 
only shows that the test of the local archi- 
tects was just that much fairer. If there is 
any point in it, it is favorable to the local 
Commission, but it is chiefly remarkable for 
the display of rudimentary ignorance on the 
part of Mr. Porrer. 

2. Young Mr. Porrrnr’s second criticiam is 
that the local architects have underestimated 
the actual pressure of the building one-half. 
This is a curious essertion in view of the 
fact that the local architects took the figures 
on file in the Treasury Department at Wasb- 
ington,—the same used by the Government 
Commission. These were furnished by Mr. 
Potter himself, accompanied by the follow-. 
ing letter :

The above table is an exact copy of the 
one transmitted by Mr. Porr, with the ex- 
ception of the last column of figures, which 
was obtamed by multiplying the weight of 
each pier by the number of piers in each 
line. The sum of these gives the total 
amount of the weight of the building, which 
the Ic al architects stated in their report, in 
rourd figures, at 73,385,000. To this they 
adcjed 8,307,000, the weight of the concrete, 
giving a total weight of everything in the 
lyuilding (including. the foundation) of 81, 
692,000 pounds. This weight is distributed 
over 16,614 feet of concrete, which gives an av- 
erage pressure of 4,917 feet per foot, or some- 
thing less than 2} tons. The plain answer 
to young Mr. Porrzn’s criticism that the local 
architects estimated the pressure at less than 
half what it will be is, that the local archi- 
tects have not estimated it at all, but took 
the figures of the Treasury Department, 
which Mr. Porrzr furnished them. Mr. 
Porrzu is, therefore, criticising his own esti- 
roates. 

If nothing better can be urged against the 
findings of the local architects than young 
Mr. Porrun has discovered, it is probable that 
Secretary Barstow will reconsider his deter- 
mination not to resume work ; and if young 
Mr. Porrrer continues to make criticisms of 
this kind, he will probably succeed in demon- 
strating his own unfitness for the position he 
occupies to the entire satisfaction of Secretary 
amrow and all mankind.

ENGLISH JUSTICE. 
The notable cases recently before tht, En- 


glish courts have given a fresh series of p roofs 
that transatlantic justice is not as blind as it 
is apt to be on this side of the ocean. 

There is the Baxer case, in which thr) cul- 
prit Colonel, a popular soldier and a 1 inti- 
mate friend of the Prince of Wales, get not 
only a fine of $2,500, which could be easily 
paid and forgotten, but a year’s iu orison- 
ment, which will leave an ineffable stigma 
upon his character. The influence ef rank 
and wealth could not save him. He Jas not 
been idolized outside the court-room, either ; 
testimonials have not been tendered hi m; and 
he has not been invited to go on ab >cturing 
tour as soon as his temporary d' etention 
was over. His own demeanor in the court- 
room was not without a lesson fer other 
defendants in orim.-con, cases. He did not 
langh merrily during the arguments of 
plaintiff's counsel, nor did he seek t> screen 


woman. 
Another prominent defendant—+this: time in 
a civil suit—is Sir Jonm Hay, who sold his 
name to the somewhat notorious “* Canadian 
Oil-Wells Company for 41,000. This sum 
was paid him, and then paid by him for stock 
in the Company. He and the other members 
of the corporation victimized a number of 
foolish Englishmen. When the bubble burst, 
Sir Jonn was sued for £1,000. The Vice- 
Chancellor gave judgment against him. He 
appealed to the Lords Justices, who have 
just affirmed the judgment and, indulged 
in various uncomplimentary remarks about 
‘* bribes ” und English gentlemem who con- 
descend to become the hired retairters of un- 
known American adventurers.” So Sir Jom 
Hay has had to refund his £1,000 ‘bribe. 
Defendant No. 3 is one Labomm Far- 
Max, merchant and shipowner of Waterford, 
Ireland. IL. F. got ready to send to sea a 
brigantine, the timbers of which were so rot- 
ten that decayed fibres could be scooped out 
by the handful. He wrote to his egents: ‘I 
would be inclined to renew the fo rmer insur- 
ance at 8 guineas if I thonght there would be 
no danger of Pumssorm.” To which the 
agents replied: ** We don’t think t here is any 
danger of PLMsoLL intérfering, at: all events 
on this side, as they don’t appear to be so 
much on the lookout over here.” Principal 
and agents were both mistaken, ho\vever, and 
Mr. Labomm Freeman goes to )>rison for 
two months and pays a fine of £300.

THE CHICACO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
WHAT MBE. BKISTOW HAS DECIDED. AND WHAT MB, 
PUTTER CONTINUES TO SAY. 
Speciai Lnepatch to The Chicage Tribune, 
Wasnisdrox, D. C., Aug. 8.—Secretary 
Bristow has decided that some ene of 
the Government Commissioners shall be 
requested to answer the report of the Chicago 
Commi-siouers, and that the Treasury Depart- 
ment shall not undertake to do so. Gen. William 
Sooy Smith will probably prepare the answer. 
The architects here have discovered 
that there are several migprints im the 
newspaper capies of the report. Architect 
Potter says that the Chicago architects 
seem to have made recommendations in 
their report which they would not approve ia 
their private practice. He says that Boyington 
aud Van Osdel acknowledged to him that the 
maximum weight they would be willing to place 
on the soil in Chicago in their private practice is 
from 2,500 to 3,500 pounds per square foot, but, 
in this report, they stated that the Custom-House 
soil can support 4,50. There is no building in 
Chicago, Potter undertakes to say, ana will stake 
his reputation upou it, which sustains such a 
weight. The weight which the Chicago Commis- 
sion estimates at 4.500 Potier puts at 6. 00 pounds. 
Potter has received a leiter from Chicago which 
says that one of the members of the local Com- 
mission admitted that he would sign in the re- 
port much that he would not put bis name to 
as a private architect. Potter says that the Chi- 
cago Commissiovers have failed to con- ider very 
mauy contingencies which may arise.

THAT 847, O PACKACE. 
THE PILFERER DISCOVERED. 

Sreciai Dispatch to The Chicace Tribune. 
Wasutnoron, D. C., Aug. 7.—Elmer Wasb- 
burn, Chief of the Secret Service, has been fol- 
lowing for two months the clew which seems to 
have led to th discovery of the person who on 
June 2, in broad daylight, so mysteriously rob- 
bed the Treasurer of $47,500. The story in 
brief is this: Benjamin B. Halleck, a clerk in 
the casb-room, has from the outset been sus- 
pected. He was one of the persons through 
whose hands the package must have passed be- 
fore being placed upon the elevator to be carried 
to the express-room. It was his duty to affix 
the seal to the envelope, and it was easy 
for him to have known the nature of the pack- 
age, and to have understood that it contained 
oply National Bank notes, of whose number 
there was no record in the Department. From 
that day his every movement has been shadowed 
by the Secret Service force, A daily repo:t was 
made of bis life, showing every place Le visited, 
every drin he took, every dollar he expended. 
It was soon Observed that he began to frequent 
more than usual the saloon of one Wiiliam H. 
Otman, oo Peoveylvania avenue, near Twelfih 
street. ‘here he frequently became intoxicated 
and lost considerable money at small cards. 
The suspicions of the officers were furtner 
aroused irom the fact that Otman was in some 
way connected with the Jackson defaication ia 
the Treasury some years ago. Washburn im- 
mediately adopted the theory that Halleck had 
stolen the movey, and had made Otman a con- 
federate to assist in disposiug of the large bills. 
It is ramored that Otman bas at different times 
shown several bills of s large denomination, 
and has said that be intended to seil his 
saloon here and buy one in  Brook- 
lyn for $15,000. This theory adopted, both 
these ties were shadowed, as was subse- 
quently an old gambler with a wooden leg called 
* Peg-leg Brown.” The latter seems to have 
come into the partnership very early, but at- 
tracted lees attention on account of having left 
the city almost immediately after the robbery. 
It was through Brown, however, that the arresia 
were precipitated, as will be seen. Browo was 
bere when the robbery was committed, and im- 
mediately left for Baltimore. While there he 
changed some $500 bills. This fact was im- 
mediately made known to the officers here by 
the Baltimore deteciive. Brown then went to 
Canada, where he disposed of $3,000 in $500 
bilis. He subsequently went to Saratoga. Here 
the cupidity of some gambling associate whom he 
seem, to have made his confidant brought the de- 
tectives upon bim.

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CASUALTIES. 
Account of the Explosion at the Ar. 
senal Near Philadelphia. 


One Boy Killed and Eighteen 
Boys Wounded. 


Great Excitement at Bridesburg, the Scene 
of the Tragedy. 


Excuse Made that the Boys Had Been Warned 
Not to Destroy Themseives. 


Record of Minor Accidents. 


THE EXPLOSION, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Puitape cpu, Aug. 8.—Shoitly after 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning the residents of Bridesburg 
and its immediate vicinity were startled by bear- 
ing s loud rumbling noise hot ualikea clap of 
thunder emanating from the direction of the 
Gevernment Arsenal, which is situated near the 
Delaware River, above the steamboat landing. 
Upon inquiry it was speedily learned that an ex- 
plosion of condemned shells had taken place in 
the ammunition-room, where there were a large 
number of bovs at work. The building contained 
upwards of thirty who were iu charge of 
Superintendent Co The structure was used 
to empty condemned musket cartridges of 
their powder previous to melting the lead and 
copper. The bullet fs drawn from the cartridge 
ani the boy then introduces a wise and scrapes 
the powder into a bucket of water. The wire 
has a wooden handle which undoubtedly caused 
the explosion, as one of the boys must have er- 
ploded a cartridge by hit ing it sharply on the 
top with the wood. The boys have been repeat- 
edly warned not to do this. In conversation 
with cne of the attaches of the arsenal your cor- 
respondent learned that there were in all nineteen 
persons injared by the explosion. Of these one 
lad, named John McLaughho. was killed. Young 
McLeugblin was killed just outside of the build- 
ing, from which be had run when the explosion 
cecurred. The cause of his death was the 
penetrating of a piece of wood about the size of 
a rule just below the neck, striking a large yer 
and causing hemorrhage. The unfortunate lad 
waa 16 years of age. Telegrams were immediately 
sent to the University aud the Humeopathic Hos- 
pitals asking for medical aid to be dispatched 
to the sceve of the catastrophe. In reply, a dis- 
patch was received from the Univerrity Hospi- 
tal, asking if the physicians’ services would 
be paid for. To this question no reply Was made. 
Capt. Phipps, who is stationed at the arsenal, 
received a dispatch from the Homeopathic Hos- 
pital which stated that they would render every 
assistance. For this purpose a tug-boat was 
kept waiting at Walnut street wharf, while an 
effort was being made to receive medical assist- 
ance to be conveyed to the scene of the explo- 
sion. At the expitatioa of au hour three physi- 
claus presented themselves and were steamed 
up the river. On their arrival at 
the arsenal the worst cases were tender- 
ly wrapped in cotton, and every attention was 
paid to the sufferers. After the confusion had 
somewhat subsided, a large gang of men were 
put to work gatbering the shattered timbers and 
restoring the bailding to its original condition. 
The s:ructure was what is called a laboratory, and 
built in sections, being aa iron frame with wood- 
en sides that will blos out aod leave the uon in- 
tact. The idea of this building was conceived 
daring the war, but it bas been used for a like 
purpose ever since. The iron frame of the 
building stood uninjured, but the liurge and 
heavy wooden panels were scattered around in all 
‘directions. Some were blown only a few feat. 
One, in the corner where the explosion took 
place, was hurled across « small creek some 50 
feet distaot. It was reported that a small boy 
had been blown into the creek, but this story 
lacks foundation. Suspended from the iron 
rafters of the shattered building was a pair of 
blue pantaloons that had been toro from one of 
the boys. A wee near by was riddled with cart- 
ridges. A box of these cartridges was found in 
a field several squares distant, showing the force 
of the explosion. Immediately after the ex- 
plosion dispatches were sent to every quarter 
of the city asking for medical aid. The doctors 
of Frankford aod Biideaburg, numbering nearly 
a dozen, responded promptly to the call, and 
were unremitting in their efforts to relieve the 
sufferers, and in this work they were nobly aid- 
ed by the wives and daughters of the post, who 
did all in their power to alleviate the pains of 
the wounded. Capt. Heins, with a posse 
of officers, arrived on the scene soon 
after the explosion, and took charge 
of the premises. The officers were stationed in 
skirmish-line distance, and only by using force 
were they ablo to keep back the excited crowd. 
To-day the sufferers were doing as well as could 
be expected, and hopes are entertained that they 
will all recover.

Dut Norrsz, Col., Aug. 1.—What is popularly 


known as 
THE SAN JUAN COUNTRY 
extends from the San Luis Park, on the east, 
to the Animas River, on the west, including also 
the mining distriets on the Uncompahgre and 
Lake forks of the Gunnison River. This vast 
miving region is at least 125 miles long by 100 
miles wide, aad includes within its hmits 
the main range of the Rocky Mountaios. It is 
located on both the eastern and westeru water- 
sheds of the Continent. The Sangre-de-Christo 
range of mountains separates it from the great 
plains on the east, while the wild region traversed 
by the San Juan, the Gunoison, and the Colora- 
do, interveoe between it and the Pacific Ocean. 
A portion of this section has been explored by 
Prof. Hayden, but much of it is but little known ; 
and, as I have traveled over it the present sea- 
son, I find that the map-makers are sadly at 
fault. 
: THE SAN LUIS PARK, 
which is a vast elliptical bowl between the San- 
gre de Christo Mountains and the Sierra San 
Juan, isthe netural gateway to the San Juan 
country. It is entered by the Poncha Pass on 
the north, by the Sangre de Christo and Marca 
Passes on the east, and up the valley of the Rio 
Grande from New Mexico. It contdins about 
8,000 square miles, and, in many of ils character- 
istics resembles the great Park in which the City 
of Mexico is situated. It is much larger, how- 
ever, with less fertility, but with a delightful 
climate both in summer and winter. In the cen- 
tre, fed from the numerous streams flowing down 
from the snow-capped mountains on either side, 
is a lake, or a succession of lakes and marshy 
ground, without any outlet. The soil produces 
abundantly if irrigated, and, with the exception 
of corn, the crops common to this latitude are 
raised. But the raising of cattie, sheep, horses, 
and mules, is the most profitable. The valley is 
already overstocked, but the foot-hille and 
mountains adjacent will furnish to the grea: 
herds abundance of grass for many years to 
come. 
BUT THE MINING INTEREST 

of this section must be the basis of its future 
growth and prosperity. Since the ist of June I 
have been engaged in a careful examination of 
the country south of this point, and also went 
60 miles up the Rio Grande, as far as Antelope 
Park. I have not yet visited Baker’s Park, in the 
Lake and Uncompahgre districts, but shall do go

ALLEGED FALSE PRETENSES, 

Svecial Dispatch to I'he Chicage Triowne, 
Davenport, Ia., Aug. 7.—As important a 
document as has been known in legal proceed- 
ings in this country for many a year was received 
at the law-office of Grant 4 Smith yesterday 
from Germany. It opens an entirely new fea- 
ture of litigation over the sale of railroad bonds 
in the old country, and is well calculated to 
create a sensation in certain railroad circles. It 
appears that certain holders of tbe bonds of the 
Davenpért & St. Paul Railroad Company residing 
in Germany have sued Saulsbach & Co., 
in Frankfort, through 
were sold in Europe, 
for damages for obtaining money through mis- 
representations. The firm, itis alleged, repre- 
sented that the conditions under which the 
bonds were issued made them absolutely safe os 
an investment, aud so people were induced 
thereby to exchange their mouey for them. 
With tbe papers that came yesterday is a state- 
ment of these alleged representations. The 
documents are all in German, and are to be 
translated at an early day. With these papers 
came a notice from the branch of the banking 
firm in New York, served on the President 
of the Davenport & St. Paul Reaiiroad 
Company, and Secretary of the Construction 
Company, that if the firm is mulcted m 
damages in Germany, tbey will hold the geutle- 
man who made the representations to them re- 
sponsible, and sue in the courts of this country 
to recover.

largely attracted the attention of capitalists, 
though it is probable that several of the other 
districts are equally as rich in deposits of gold 
and silver. The Summit district is situated 
about 30 miles south of Del Norte, and is 
reached by a most miserable wagon-road, and by 
a passable trail. A few hundred dollars and a 
littie enterprise expended on the part of the 
authorities here would make the district 
conveniently accessible, and advance the inter- 
ests of all concerned. Most of the mines are 
situated on South Mountain, which lifte iteelf up 
from the valley of the Norih Fork of the Ala- 
mosa River to an altitude of 12,000 fee above 
the level of the sea. Ibis mountain is, in 
many a wonderful formation, and a 
puzzle to most miveralogists who have exam- 
med it. It seems to have been formed by vol- 
canic action, no fissure-veins appearing 
upon the surface, and the whole mass may 
be properly called a mountain of gold-quartz, 
carrying a small proportion of silver. The 
quartz ie easily milled by the ordinary stamp- 
process, Three mills sul be in full operation 
soon. One mill has already been emploved io 
testing the ores, with a satisfactory result, tae 
average vield being $125 per ton. This gold is 
of fine quality, saia to be worth $20.67 per ounce 
at the Uni States Mint. The act aal cost per 
ton for mining and milling the quartz will not 
exceed $15, and. with Letter facilities for trans- 
portation, ought to be done for $10. It would 
seem extravagant to estimate the num- 
ber of tons of gold-quartz in 
sight on Sonth Mountain, but, from a 
careful examination, I am justified in ssying 
that half a hundred mills would pot exhaust 
the mines in an equal number of years. Should 
the yield of bullion be half tne amount. or even 
much less, than obtained by the first exveri- 
ments mention the profits will not be less 
than those of the best mines in the couatry.
